BRAIN AFFECTION FEARED 





WASHINGTON, Aug. 9. — President 
Harding assumed control of the taxation { 
problem tonight and effected a compro- | 
mise between the estimates of Secretary | 
Mellon and the Republican leaders of 
the House by which internal taxation 
will be reduced about $600,000,000 and 
the Republican platform pledges on re- 
peal of the excess profits taxes and cuts 
in income surtaxes and the transporta- 
tion taxes will be fulfilled. 

The conference, held at the White 
House and attended by Secretary Mel- 
lon, all the Republican members of the 
Ways and Means Committee and Rep- 
resentatives Mondell, Madden and Camp- 
bell, reached these conclusions: 

The total expenditures of the 
ment in the next fiscal 
held down to $4,034,000,000. 

The revenue bill, now being prepared, | 
will raise $3,075,000,000, instead of 
$3,570,000,000, which is collected under 
the present law. 

The bill will repeal the excess profits 
taxes as of Jan. 1, 1921; reduce the in- 
come surtaxes to 40 per cent. as of Jan. 
1, 1921, and to 33 per cent. to take effect 
Jan. 1, 1922. 

Transportation taxes 
half, to be effective in 
and repealed in 1923. 

The loss from the repeal of the excess 
profits taxes will be made up in part 
by increasing the present 10 per cent. 
tax on the net incomes of corporations 
to 12% per cent. instead of to 15 per 
ecent., as originally planned. 

Soft drink taxes will be repealed, as 
well as a number of other so-called 
nuisance taxes. The luxury tax, de- 
tails of which were announced yester- 
day, will be repealed. 

There will be no new taxes except the 
additional levy on corporations and an 
adjustment of several miscellaneous 
taxes. The details as to this adjust- 
ment have not been worked out. 

This program was made as a result 
of President Harding’s insistence on 
economies and the carrying over of a 
mumber of war ‘‘ hang over’’ debts. It 
represents a compromise between the 
estimates of Secretary Mellon and the 
views of Republican House leaders. Ac- 
cording to the President, who announced 
the decision after the conference, it will 
be necessary for the Government to pur- 
sue the strictest economies during the 
next fiscal year.

Congress Kecess About 20. 


It was egreed that the Revenue Dill 
would be reported to a Republican House 
conference by next Monday and taken 
up for consideration in the House short- 
ly afterward. The bill, Republican Lead- 
er Mondell said, could be passed by the 
House and all other necessary measures 
disposed of by Aug. 20, at which time 
Congress plans to take an adjournment 
for from four to six weeks. 

Indications are that the bill to author- 
ize the War Finance Corporation to 
raise money to meet the claims of the 
railroads will not be acted upon finally 
by Congress until after the recess, al- 
though every effort will be made to pass 
it in the House before adjournment. 

It was possible to reduce the amount 
which the Revenue bill would carry and 
the total needs of the Government only 
by deciding upon carrying over some of 
the war debt and reducing the expendi- 
tures of the Government departments.

Securities that mature next year will 
be refunded into long-term notes. The 
war saving securities, amounting to 
$100,000,000, the fund for the retirement 
of the Pittman act, certificates of $70,- 
000,000 and redemption of bonds and 
notes from estate taxes of $25,000,000 
will not be paid out of the current rev- 
enues but by long-term notes. 

In his estimates Secretary Mellon ap- 
portioned $450,000,000 next year to the 
War Department. This was reduced to 
$250,000,000. His estimates for the navy 


were %487,000,000, which was cut to 
$437,000,000. Secretary Mellon’s esti- 
mate for the Shipping Board was cut 
in half. He estimated the needs of the 
board at $200,000,000. 

% Mr. Mellon stated the needs of the 
railroads for the next fiscal year as 
$545,206,204, and this was cut to about 
495,000,000. It may be cut further if 
necessary, the House leaders said. 


Appropriations Cut 8350,000,000. 

The estimated appropriations for the 
departments for the next fiscal year 
were scaled down by about $350,000,000 
and the public debt payments by about 
$470.000,000. 

The Government in the next fiscal 
year, according to the agreement 
reached tonight, must get along with 
$516.000,000 less than the estimate given 
by Secretary Mellon, recently presented 
to the Ways and Means Committee. In

Henry P. Davison, of the firm of J. P. 
Morgan & Co., is seriously ill at his 
country home, Peacock Point, Locust 
Valley, L. I., and is to undergo an 
operation, which may take place to- 
morrow. 

At Mr. Davison’s town home, 690 Park 
Avenue, it was said last night that Mr. 
Davison's chief symptoms were severe 
headaches and sleeplessness, and that 
fear had developed that he was suffer- 
ing from a growth which was affecting 
the brain. His condition was such, 
it was added, that it was possible 
surgical effort at relief would take 
place today. This, it was explained, 
would be decided at a consultation of 
four noted physicians, who were taken 
to the Long Island home by automobile 
last npignt. It was understood that the | 
cperation would be performed in the 
Davison home. 

The information last night confirmed 
reports that Mr. Davison for a long} 
time had been in bad health. It was 
said further at his country home that a 
full statement as to his condition would 
be made at the Morgan offices today. 


Physician Won't Discuss Case. 


Only one of Mr. Davison’s physicians 
could be reached last night. He was 
Dr. Medwin Leale of 20 West Fiftieth 
Street, whose Summer home js at Glen 
Cove, not far from Mr. Davisdn’s own. 

Dr. Leale, who has been in attendance 
on Mr. Davison for many months, re- 
fused to explain the nature of Mr. Da- 
vison’s illness, or to discuss the subject 
of an operation. To a reporter for THE 
NEw YoRK TIMES, however, he made this 
formal statement: 

‘“‘Mr. Davison’s condition is entirely 
satisfactory. He is resting as comforta- 
bly tonight as could be expected under 
the circumstances.”’ 

It was learned that others in at- 
tendance upon Mr. Davison were Dr. 
rederick Tilney of 22 West Sixty-third 
Street and Dr. Lewellyn Barker of Balti- 
more, Professor of Clinical Medi- 
cine in Johns Hopkins Universtiy. Dr. 
tiarvey Cushing of Boston, famous brain 
surgeon, was another mentioned, but it 
was denied that he had been summoned 
or would perform the operation. 

Dr. Barker has heen on his vacation 
in the Canadian woods for a month. At 
Mr. Davison’s home it was said that Dr. 
Barker was not expected there until 
today, but at the town home it was 
learned that he was one of the four 
physicians who had been taken to Long 
Island last night. 

George Case, an attorney and a fam- 
ily friend, met reporters who called at 
the Long Island home to inquire as to 
Mr. Davison’s condition last night. Mr. 
Case admitted that Mr. Davison had not 
been at the Morgan offices or able to 
attend to any other business for very 
many months—a year or more—but he 
was reticent as to the exact nature of 
the illness. 


Able to Walk About Grounds. 





He denilea that an operation had been 
ordered, but the ‘future 
course of treatment’’ would be decided 
today at the consultation in which Dr. 
Barker would take a leading part. 

He said that Mr. Davison was able to 
ramble about the spacious grounds at 
Locust Point, but when a request was 
made that a reporter be allowed to talk 
with him Mr. Case said that Mr. Davison 
had not been in a condition to be inter- 
viewed for many months. 

Mr. Case disclosed that Mr. Davison 
had taken virtually no active part in af- 
feirs since he severed his connection with 
the Red Cross after having directed its 
work in Europe during the war. It was 
this work, he believed, which had sapped 
the financier’s strength. He is 56 years 
ol4 and has not been able to recuperate 
cespite a long and careful treatment 
at the hands of specialists. 

The engagement of Mr. Davison’s 
daughter, Miss Alice Davison, to Arte- 
mus L. Gates, Yale ex-football star, was 
announced yesterday and it was re-

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PARIS, Aug. 9.—The Entente will not 
be broken on account of Upper Silesia. 

While little progress might appear on 
the face of today’s procedure, neverthe- 
less the experts of both sides are at 
under instructions from their re- 
spective Premiers, and, although a 
final settlement cannot be said to have 
been reached or even to be near yet 
there are enough -indications to assure 
that some sort of arrangement will be 
agreed upon. 

It is altogether probable that when 
the ultimate outcome is recorded it will 
be found that Germany gets somewhat 
the better of Poland if the matter 
considered on the basis that both claim 
the in@lustrial region of Silesia. The 
principle that this region is indivisible 
is being dropped, and although Germany 
will probably get Gleiwitz, the heart of 
it, the Poles will get more than the 
original British plan wouid have given 
them, but less than the original French 
plan allotted them. 

As yet Ambassador Harvey has taken 
no part in the proceedings. He has re- 
mained in his corner seat and listened. 
Nor has he seen fit to inform American 
correspondents of the proceedings. He 
has sent his secretary to tell them that 
he had nothing to say, and the Ameri- 
can newspaper men have had to depend 
oti British and French sources for prac- 
tically all their news. 


Premier Lioyd George Outspoken. 


At this morning’s session Premier 
Lioyd George addressed the French in 
terms which, if not matching the 

\ weather, were certainly frank. 

He began by saying that Upper Sile- 
sia was one of the most menacing prob- 
lems ever presented to the Supreme 
Council. He said he was most anxious 
to reach a conclusion, but that the 
Allies would be false to their responsi- 
billty if any one of them accepted a 
settlement which failed to command the 
respect of the world, because such a 
solution would lead to war Iater on. 

The British Prime Minister expressed 
satisfaction at seeing the re-entry of the 
representative of the United States in 
the Allied Council, as well as his pleas- 
ure at the continued presence of the 
Japanese envoy. However, he said, the 
Silesian problem was up to the powers 
who bore the responsibility of enforcing 
the decision—England, France and Italy. 
England and Italy were in agreement, 
he said, but the French view was dif- 
ferent. Mr. Lloyd George then declared 
that, as much as he desired to compose 
existing ditferences, no settlement must 
be made at the expense of the majority 
of the Silesian population or of the di- 
rectly interested powers. 

Silesia, he continued, had been Ger- 
manic for 700 years, which was longer 
than Normandy had belonged to France. 
It wes true Silesia had belonged to 
Austria until taker away by Frederick 
the Great, but even then it had belonged 
to Prussia for 177 years longer than 
Alsace-Lorraine had belonged to France 
before the Germans took it in 1871. 

German Majority Overwhelming. 

Out of the total of 5,200,000 population 
of Silesia, but even there 
The plebiscite territory was 
of Silesia but even 
favored Germany 7 to 4. Any attempt to 
manoeuvre the German population out 
of Silesia, he said, would react upon its 
authors, and the British Empire would 
never support any such settlement. 

Mr. Lloyd George then ‘proposed that 
the ‘matter be referred back to the ex- 
perts with the following instructions: 

1, Each vote has equal value with an- 
other. It could not be permitted that 
the vote of the peasant should be held 
to be worth less than the vote of the 
artisan, nor that the industrial area, an 
artificial creation, should not be the

ARREST GOV. SMALL 
HOLD HIM IN $50.00 


Indicted Illinois Executive Yields 
Under Protest to Sheriff After. 
a Day of Dramatic Moves. 
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SUBMITS IN STATE HOUSE 


But Sheriff Fears Illegality in 
Seizure There, So the Arrest 
Is Staged at His Mansion.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Aug. 9.—Gover- 
nor Len Small was placed under arrest 
by Sheriff Henry Mester of Sangamon 
County at the Executive Mansion short- 
ly after 5 o’clock this afternoon. De- 
spite the Governor's protests and those 
of his attorney, George B. Gillespie, he 
was forced to accompany the Sheriff to 
the Court House, where he furnished 
bonds of $50,000 as surety for his ap- 
pearance before Judge Elbert S. Smith 
in the Sangamon County Court on the 
first Monday in September, to answer 
to three indictments charging him, when 
State Treasurer, with embezzling half 
a million dollars of State funds, con- 
spiracy to defraud the State of $2,000,- 
000 of the taxpayers’ money and em- 
bezzling, jointly with Lieut. Gov. Fred 
E. Sterling and Vernon Curtis, $700,000 
of interest on public funds. 

It is the first time in the history of 
Ulinois that a Governor of the State 
has been arrested on a criminal charge 
while ir office. 

The curtain was rung down on the 
farce, which has amused the entire na- 
tion ever since Governor Small’s indict- 
ment on July 20, toward the end of what 
was the most farcial day of the Gover- 
nor’s whole game of hide and seek with 
the law. From noon until 3:30 o'clock 
Sheriff Mester and a force of deputy 
shériffs literally besieged the State 
House, guarding every entrance, wait- 
ing with the warrants for the Governor’s 
arrest. At the latter hour the Govenor 
capitulated. He had not moved out 
of his private office for lunch. 


Arrangements for Arrest. 


At 3:30 o’clock Governor Small re- 
quested the Sheriff to come to his office, 
asked him if he had the warrants and 
invited him to arrest hém. Sheriff Mes- 
ter refused, saying he had been advised 
by his attorneys not to take the Gover- 
nor into custody while he was at his 
desk in the actual performance of his 
official duties. Governor Small then 
informed the Sheriff he would be at the 
Executive Mansion at 5 o’clock. 

Sheriff Mester, accompanied by his 
chief deputy, Ora Lemmon, drove to 
the mansion at 5:05 o’clock. Both were 
conducted to the library, where the 
Governor and Mr. Gillespie were wait- 
ing. 

‘‘Governor,’’ said Sheriff Mester, 
am here with the warrants.’’ 

The Sheriff proceeded to read all three 
warrants. When he had finished, he 
said: 

‘*Governor, you are under arrest.”’ 

“ Very -well,’” replied the Governor. 
‘What shall I do?’’ 

‘* You must go to the Court House with 
me and give a bond.”’ 

Mr. Gillespie produced a bond which 
already had been prepared and request- 
ed the Sheriff to accept it at the Man- 
sion. Another bond had been drawn up 
at the Sheriff's office ready for the Gov- 
ernor’s signature. This bond required 
the Governor to furnish no securities 
other than hig word. But Sheriff Mester | 
insisted that” the Governor accompany | 
him back to the Court House and give 
bond there. : 

The entire proceeding occupied less 
than ten minutes. Sheriff Mester 
emerged from the Mansion, followed by 
Senator John A. Wheeler of Springfield, 
one of the Governor's closest political 
allies. Next came Deputy Lemmon and 
a few paces behind him the Governor. 

There-was no smile on the Governor's 
face. He appeared to be greatly wor- 
ried. As he put on his hat he glanced 
dejectedly at the crowd of newspaper 
men and photographers outside —_ 
walked briskly to the Sheriff's car. The 
Court House was reached at 5:20. A 
lerge crowd already had gathered both | 
inside and outside.

Some minutes elapsed be- 
fore the latter arrivea.

time under these circumstances,’’ said 
the State’s Attorney. 
After more discussion, during which 
Mr. Mortimer insisted that the form of 
tne bond prepared the Governor's

Arrested After Two Detectives 
Spirited Him Away From the 
Broadway Gardens. 


VICTIM WON’T PRESS CASE 


Resort Manager Shot When He 
Tried to Make Peace in Row 
Over a Check. 


POLICEMAN BADLY BEATEN 


Line-Up Ordered Today in Search 
for Two Other Detectives Who 
Assaulted Fan. 


The policeman who ‘ shot up’’ Wil- 
liam Gallagher's underground cabaret 
at 711 Seventh Avenue early yesterday 
morning, putting a bullet into the thigh 
of William/Fogarty, assistant manager, 
und throwing the patrons into a panic, 
as told in a late edition of yesterday's 
Times, was identified later in the day 
as Patrolman John B. Fitzpatrick of the 
Charles Street Station. 

It also came out that Fitzpatrick es- 
caped after the shooting through the 
aid of Detective James T. Greaney of 
the Third Inspection District. Greaney 
told a uniformed policeman who tried to 
arrest Fitzpatrick that he had him un- 
der arrest and was taking him to the 
station house. Fitzpatrick, who was off 
duty_and in plain clothes, was hurried 
eway by Greaney and his identity might 
not have become known except that he 
was so badly hurt in the fight in the 
cabaret that he had to go to Knicker- 
becker Hospital. Fitzpatrick was then 
arrested on a charge of felonious assault 
and suspended from the Police Depart- 
ment. 

Acting Inspector Thomas Donohoe of 
the Third Inspection District, to whose 
staff Greaney was attached, announced 
that he would make a thorough inveati- 
vation of Greaney’s conduct. The In- 
spector has received a statement from 
Pagrolman Hughes, on post near the 
scene of the shooting, that Greaney 
Fromised to take Fitzpatrick to the West 
Lourty-seventh Street Station. 

When Fitzpatrick and his three friends 
entered Gallagher’s on thé east side of 
Seventh Avenue, between Forty-sixth 
and Forty-seventh Streets, known as the 
Broadway Gardens, all four were in 
plain clothes. Fitzpatrick was said to 
have remarked that he would not let 
himself be gouged again. He and his 
companions had several drinks and rose 
to leave about 2:30 A. M. They were 
handed a check for $2.50—whether for 
the evenings’ entertainment or for the 
last round has not been learned. Fitz- 
patrick jumped to his feet with a tor- 
rent of angry words. The waiter in- 
sisted on full payment. Fogarty rushed 
over to settle the dispute. A general 
mélée followed, with fists, chairs, 
bottles and other handy missles. Then 
Fitzpatrick drew his police automatic 
and fired several shots. Fogarty fell to 
the floor with a bullet in his right 
thigh. About the same time a bottle 
crashed on the back of Fitzpatrick’s 
head and somebody punched him square- 
ly on the nose. 

In the midst of the excitement De- 
tectives Greaney and Gray tried to get 
Fitzpatrick away. But somebody had 
telephoned to the West Forty-seventh 
Street Station and Lieutenant Putz 
flashed the signal io Patrolman Hughes 
on post. Hughes ran down the steps just 
in time to meet Greaney and Gray, in 
plain clothes, with Fitzpatrick beween 
them, coming up the stairs. 

“Nobody can leave this place until I 
find out what has happened,’’ Hughes 
said. ‘‘ Who is this man and what has 
happened to him?” Fitzpatrick 
bleeding profusely from. the 
head,

‘* Mandatory legislation, imposing 
} millions of dollars of burdens upon the 
taxpayers of this city without consult- 
ing their wishes, is one of the principal 
causes of the increase in the 192] budget. 

‘Prior to 1917 the mandatory educa- 
tion appropriation was limited to 3 
mills of the assessed value of tax- 
;able property. Now Chapter 786, 
Laws of 1917, mandatorily requires 
that the demands of the Board of 
Education up to an amount. equal 
to 4.9 mills of the assessed value of 
taxable property be appropriated by 
the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment for educational purposes. This was 
done this year, and amounted to $43,- 
720,880.83. That law also provides that 
the furnishing of any amount in excess 
of the 4.9 mills requirement is discre- 
tionary with the Board of Estimate. An 
additional amount was provided for 
under this discretionary power. These 
two amounts did not include $27,000,000 
for educational purposes. It was esti- 
mated that about &7,225,000 would. be 
received under the State Education law 
for the period from August to Dec. 31. 
This reduces the amount still to be 
taken care of for 1921 to $20,000,000. 
This $20,000,000 requirement was sstill 
further reduced by a transfer of $2,500,- 
000 from the fund for the redemption of 
tax notes, leaving about $17,500,000 to 
be provided for.

Py. ‘‘ Chapter 711 of the Laws of 1921 was 
introduced by Senator Lusk. This law 
assumes to create a liability upon the 
city, in favor of certain private inter- 
ests, which has been estimated as 
36,000,000, but which may run up as 
high as $40,000,000. When this measure 
was introduced in the Senate it applied 
to the entire State. In the Assembly it 
was amended so as to apply only to the 
City of New York and thereby exclude 
up-State from its provisions. The State- 
wide form of the bill, however, was re- 
tained so as not to make it a city bill 
and, therefore, subject to thes veto of 
the Mayor. A similar bill passed by a 
previous Legislature was vetoed by me. 

‘Chapter 461, Laws of 1921, was in- 
troduced by Senator Meyer in regard to 
classification of confidential attendants 
te Supreme Court Justices. The effect 
of this is to permit incoming Judges to 
appoint confidential attendants outside 
the civil service and at the same time 
continue on the payroll the confidential 
men of the retired, resigning or de- 
ceased Judges and place them in the 
civil service. This will result in added 
and unnecessary employes on the occa- 
sions when Supreme Court Judges re- 
sign, yetire, or die. This was in form 
a general.law that did not come to me 
to permit of my vetoing it. 


Measure Introduced by Ullman, 


‘“‘Chapter 415, Laws of 1921, intro- 
duced by Assemblyman Ullman, pro- 
vides for the employment of a_ tem- 
porary stenographer when the official 
stenographer fails to attend the Gen- 
eral Sessions Court. Formerly the court 
stenographers paid for substitutes out of 


their own salaries of $5,040 a year when 
they did not attend to their duties. This 
bill did not come to me to permit of my 
vetoing it. 

‘* However, a companion bill (Senate 
Int. No. 1,118) of a similar character for 
the City Court of New York, introduced 
by Senator Meyer, did come to me be- 
cause it was a’ city bill and I vetoed it 
because it improperly added to the 
budget. ‘ 

“Chapter 709, Laws of 1921, intro- 
duced by Assemblyman McKee takes 
the power from the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment to fix the salary of 
librarian of the City Court receiving 
$3,500 and enables the Judges of the 
City Court to raise it to $5,000. Chief 
Justice O’Dwyer of the City Court, in 
writing protested, so I understand, 
against this bill. :

Whether 
it is intended to be conveniently vague 
or not, I do not know. I do know this, 
however, that the departments under the 
jurisdiction of the Mayor have been ad- 
ministered under the. highest standards 
capable of enforcement. 

“As to the claim that the alleged 
financial difficulties are due in part to 
duplications and defects in the city 
charter resulting in inefficiency 
waste in administration.

I refer to giving 
power to the local officials, the Board 
of Estimate and the Board of Alder- 
men, to consolidate departments wHere 
experience dictates it should be done, 
eliminating disadvantageous activities 
where experience indicates their further 
continuance is unwise.

Movement to Have the Reichstag

BERLIN, Aug. 9.—The Boerse today 
was extremely optimistic about the Su- 
preme Coungeil’s Upper Silesia decision, 
anticipating that this will be favorable 
to Germany. 

While discussions are taking place in 
official quarters regarding Germany's 
next moves immediately the decision is 
made known, there strong move- 
ment in political circles to have the 
Reichstag meet in special session in- 
i stead of convening in the Fall, as orig- 
inally planned. The people’s tribunes 
| feel that the Reichstag ought to be do- 
ing something, tpough it is sagt clear 
what useful activities {t could perform. 

Politicians argue that the decision, 
whether favorable or unfavorable, will 
give rise to numerous acute questions 
on which the Reichstag ought to take 
an early stand. If the decision is favor- 
able, the delicate question of provincial 
{autonomy for Upper Silesia will be 
forced on the Teuton Solons. Reichstag 
members also feel that their opinions 
should be heard in the question regard- 
‘ing the military occupation of Upper 
Silesia as a protection against ‘‘ possi- 
ble Polisn insurrections.” 

German public opinion is beginning to 
betray livelier open interest In the Up- 
per Silesian problem as one phase in the 
game of world politigs being played be- 
tween France and England. The German 
press has been devoting unusually large 
space to French and English press com- 
ments, particularly featuring everything

Allied Financial Commission to Fix

PARIS, Aug. 9 (Assoclated Press).— 
The Interallied Financial 
today discussed the, cost of the army of 
occupation and decided to form a com- 
mittee composed of the allied Finance 
Ministers to fix the total amount up to 
May 1, 1921. The committee will also 
study the cost of each soldier as esti- 
mated by the different countries, It 
was pointed out that the British soldier 
costs 15 gold marks a day to maintain, 
while the French soldier costs only 6 
marks.

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MEYER SEES RELIEF 
IF RAIL BILL PASSES 


War Finance Corporation Head 
Tells Senators What Funding 
Measure Will Achieve. 


1,000,000 JOBS IN BALANCE! 


Declares That Both Employment 
and General Business Would Be 
Gradually Bettered.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—Eugene Mey- 
er Jr., Managing Director of the War 
Finance Corporation, testifying this 
morning before the Senate Committee on 
Interstate Commerce, expressed the opin- 
ion that the employment this Winter of 
1,000,000 men depends on the action Con- 
gress will take on the Administration's 
Railroad Funding bill. Business will be 
stimulated and there will be a gradual 
improvement in “existing conditions, hé¢ 
said, if favorable action is had. The 
War Finance Corporation would handle 


the funding operations under the terms 
of the bill. / 


Mr. Meyer was asked his opinion of 
‘‘I think,’ he replied, ‘‘ the principal 
reason for the situation at this time can 
be attributed to the operating accounts 


of the railroads. We have’ been passing 
through an acute financial crisis which 
has prevented the roads from making 
any show from earnings that would en- 
courage the investor. However, I think 
that the railroad situation is improving. 
An increase in net earnings and a de- 
crease in expenses has been achieved 
through skinning the maintenance ac- 
counts. This under-maintenance, if con- 
tinued, will, however, mean the ulti- 
mate breakdown of the transportation 
system.”’ 

A market can be found for some of the 
equipment trust securities now held by 
the Government, in the opinion of Mr. 
Meyer. He added that if gross earnings 
continue to improve and the recommen- 
dations of Treasury officials for the elim- 
ination of the excess profits taxes is 
followed, the Government, Mr. Meyer 
thinks, may be able to dispose of these 
securities at a profit. 

The effect of the bill, if enacted, he 
said, will be beneficial to railroad credit 
and also an important factor in the la- 
bor situation. He estimated that 200,000 
men would immediately get work if the 
bill is passed. Locomotive and car 
plants, he said, are now employing about 
20 ge cent. of the men they had on 
their payrolls in normal times. 

Referring to the railroad rate problem, 
Mr. Meyer said that if business revives 
and the railroads get ‘on thelr fect, a 
reduction will be possible. 

“I think,’’ he added, ‘‘ that the rail- 
roads for their own good will want to

At| 
home his hope appears to He in an agree- 
ment with the peasantry and ‘ the elec- 
trification of the factories of the coun- 
try ’’; abroad he looks for revolutionary 
encouragement from ‘‘the colonies and } 
dependencies.’’ Hé spoke as follows: 

“The Russian communists are utiliz- 
ing this breathing speace to. strengthen 
the power of the Soviets. But they | 
pever forget that open war may come} 
-about at any instant. 

‘“When we accomplished the revolu- 
tiog we were calculating on a world} 
revolution completing what we had be- 
gun; our historic task is to lay the road 
for the coming world revolution. Now, ! 
as things are, Soviet Russia is surround- | 
ed on all sides by capitalistic States. 
his proceeds from several causes: 
lirst, the revolutionary consciousness rh 
the workers. of the whole world has not 
yet attained the height after which we 
are striving. But on the other hand it is 
strong enough to prevent the bourgeoisie 
irom strangling Soviet Russia. 

‘*We must be careful to utilize this 
breathing space to prepare for revolu- 
tion in the capitalistic States. The more | 
powerful the organization of the prole- | 
tariat in the leading countries of capi- | 
talism, the more anxiously and assidu- 
ously must the revolution in those coun- 
tries be prepared. <A very favorable 
factor for the world revolution is the 
awakening of millions of the masses in 
the colonies and the dependencies. We 
must therefore organize these giant 
masses, despite their backwardness, and 
impel them on the path of world revo- 
lution. 

All Capitalists Out of Bussia. 


“The class war in Russia has finally 
disposed of the capitalists and landlords. | 
The remains of them are gathered in 
groups abroad and incite attacks on the 
Republic of Russia, and in this they are 
supported by the Mensheviki and Social 
Revolutionaries. Their strategical dts- 
positions should attract the attention not 
only of Russian communists, but of all 
communist parties. 

‘After the sociai revolution the Rus- 
sian proletariat must turn its attention 
to the regulation of* relations with the 
peasantry. There cannot be any ques- 
tion of expropriation. 
of experience show us that the peéas- 
antry can subsist only under the leader- 
ship of the bourgeoisie or of the prole- 
tariat. The alliance between the prole- 
tarlat and the peasantry at first was 
military; the peasantry saw that the old 
landowners followed in the wake of the 


White Guards, and the proletariat gave | 5 


the peasants the land and helped them 
in the fight against the landlords, 

‘‘In return for this aid the peasantry 
must supply the requisite provisions. In 
this respect we have made many mis- 
takes, as the Soviet authority had to 
obtain supplies at whatever cost. Now 
the war is over. 

‘The peasantry have suffered severe- 


ly in the course of seven years of war 
and bad harvests and seed. The prole- 
tariat must immediately enable them to 
restore their economic position. Hence 
the change in our economic policy, mani- 
fested especially in the impost on sup- 
lies. 

Pee greatest deprivations and suf- 
ferings have befallen the Russian pro- 
letaria, and about all, the class that 
brought about tne revolution. The lead- 
ing ranks of the Russian proletariat, 
which has been for three and a half 
years offering its best to further q@ revo- 
lution, are conscious that without an 
alliance with the peasantry the Soviet 
power cannot subsist. The proletariat 
must therefore make concessions to af- 
firm this alliance and maintain its 
power. 

‘“‘Our policy of concessions is closely 
bound up with our economic policy. The 
situation forces us to pay dearly for our 
backwardness in technical appliances, 
At whatever cost we must restore our 
industry; for example, we must elec- 
trify the factories of the country, for, 
without electrification, industry cannot 
be restored. We must be prepared to 
sacrifice anything to carry out the plan 
for electrification as elaborated by two 
specialists. 

‘This is the only means of saving the 
country from an economic crisis and 
of freeing the peasantry from famine. 
Already the little that has been accom- 
plished has opened to the peasantry a 
new field of work, not only for their own 
benefit, but for the common weal. 

‘‘ Although the war is over we are in 
a condition of war and must proceed 
accordingly. Tne dictatorship of the 
proletariat is in a condition of war, and 
therefore we cannot promise any one 
freedom and a democratic scheme. Under 
the flag of democracy the counter-revo- 
lutionaries of all colors are gathering 
together. The world is witnessing ‘an 
amusing spectacle; the Cadets are rous- 
ing the Social Khevolutionaries and Men- 
sheviki to proclaim ‘a Soviet State, but 
without the Bolsheviki.'’ The sly bour- 
geoisie know ie’, well that the Soviets 
of the Mensheviki and Social Revolu- 
tionaries are only a means of restoring 
the capitalists and landowners. There- 
ty we must mercilessly fight these par- 
ties. 

‘*'We must announce to the peasants 
that they must join the proletariat which 
will make the utmost concessions to 
them, or else they must openly take 
the course of civil war.”’ 


Communist Party Approved. 


Lenin’s speech was followed. by long 
and acrimonious discussions. His reso- 
lution was ultimately ‘adopted as fol- 
lows: 

“The Third Congress of the Com- 
munist Internationale proudly reviews 
the four years of struggle of the Russian 
proletariat to retain power in its hands. 
The congress unanimously approves the 
policy of the Communist Party of Rus- 
sia which in every conjecture has been 
able to discount correctly a threatening 
peril, and find means, corresponding to 
the principles of revolutiohary Marxism, 
to surmount the dangers. 

“In its policy in relation to the 
peasantry and in regard to concessions, 
the Russian Communist Party is in- 
spired by ‘the desire to restore the eco- 
nomic life of the cofntry, and to main- 
tain the dictatorship of the proletariat 


until the proletariat of Western Europe 
shall come to the aid of its Russian 
brothers. 

‘“‘The congress expresses the opinion 
that Soviet Russia, owing tothe con- 
sistent and deliberate policy of the Com- 
munist Party, will remain the strong- 
hold of the world revolution. 

“The. congress also affirms the 
treacherous conduct of those parties 
which, by their attacks on Soviet Rus- 
sia, are serving the world counter-revo- 
lution. The congress calls on the work- 
ers of all countries unanimously to 
support the workers and the peasants 
of Russia and to accomplish all the 
world over the November revolution 
ef Russia.’

‘RIDDLER OF MOTOR BOAT 
| WAS A NAVY SEAPLANE 


Newport Authorities Stert“an In- 
quiry—Commander of Craft 
Is a New Yorker.

PROVIDENCE, R. I., Aug. 9.—Naval 
authorities at Newport this afternoon 
admitted that the seaplane which flew 
over Narragansett Bay yesterday after- 
noon, firing a machine gun, one of whose 
bullets wounded Miss Grace Buxton of 
Oakland Beach, in the leg, had been 
identified as a naval craft. 

Rear Admiral Ashley H. Robertson, 
commanding the destroyer fleet off New- 
port, immediately ordered an investiga- 
tion. Commander William Davidson, 
aid to Admiral Robertson, said the ma- 
chine gun had not been working properly 
and on the flight the aviators attempted 
to adjust it. 

None of the six men aboard the air- 
boat, Commander Davidson said, re- 
membered sighting any boat beneath 
them, although one had noted on the 
log that a boat was sighted, supposedly 
out of range of the machine gun. 

The men on the airboat knew hothing 
of the accident, it was. stated, until In- 


telligence Officers went to the base at 
Potter’s Cove, off Jamestown, today to 
make inquiries. 

Admiral Robertson summoned the six 
men to his flagship, the Rochester, this 
noon, and the inquiry was started. In 
the meantime, a surgeon from the fleet 
and a line officer were sent to Oakland 
Beach to see Miss Buxton, who was one 
of the party of five persons fn a small 
motorboat off Hope Island- when the 
craft was riddled by bullets from the 
airboat’s machine gun, 

Admiral Robertson this afternoon de- 
clared that the shooting was a case of 
‘“‘blamed stupidity ’’ and inexcusable. 
He said there was no reason why the 
airboat should have gone up the bay 
for machine gun practice, as the crew 
had positive orders to work outside.

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SAYS RAIL OIL RATES 
ALIENATE BUSINESS 


Predacers Transferring Petroleam 
Shipments to Boats, Barges 
and Motor Tracks. 


The railroads must afford petroleum 
shippers, dependent upon rail transpor- 
tation, a fair competitive transportation 
cost if they hope to hold this business, 
according to Fayette B. Dow of the Pe- 
troleum Rate Committee, in a statement 
issued yesterday to the railroad execu- 
tives of the Eastern, Western and South- 
ern territories. The carriers are now 
moving from 40 per cent. to 50 per cent. 
of the output of petroleum products, mi- 


nus exports, it was pointed out, but the 
Proportion of this traffic transported by 
rail is growing steadily less. 

‘* Thig proportion of refined products 
moved by rail is astonishingly smali,’’ 
said Mr. Dow. ‘‘ and the increasing use 
of other transportation faclilitles indi- 
cates that it will continue to diminish if 
rail rates are maintained at their pres- 
ent level.’’ Increased use of water trans- 


; portation and motor trucks is given as 


the chief reason for the diverted petro- 
leum traffic from the rail lines. 

‘*A company which does a large busi- 
ness in the Southwest,’’ continues the 
report, ‘‘has substantially readjusted 
its whole transportation service by the 
establishment of a larger number of 
bulk stations which can be reached by 
water facilities. A study of the old 
and new movements to eighty-five sta- 
tions located in one State shows that 
it has reduced an average rail haul of 
708.6 miles to an average haul of 218.3 
miles. Our records show that some com- 
panies are rapidly extending their pro- 
vision for barge construction and that 
others have made plans to use barge 
transportation, as the costs of such con- 
struction are modified, unless, in the 
meantime, the costs of rail transporta- 
tion are substantially reduced. 

‘‘ Supplementing the use of water 
transportation, there has been a great 
increase in short haul transportation 
by motor truck. Our records show that 
deliveries in substantial volume from 
bulk stations are belng made for dis- 
tances ranging from 25°to 60 miles.’’ 

According to Mr. Dow, many refin- 
eries which are so situated that they 
cannot ship their products by pipe lines 
have been seriously handicapped in their 
competitive relations by the high rail 
rates.

PLATTSBURG, N. Y., Aug. 9.—An in- 
teresting experiment is being worked out 
by officers of the Citizens’ Military 
Traing Camp here, one that may have 
direct bearing upon the War Depart- 
ment’s future military training policy. 
Before the 800 young men of the camp 
that began its schedule of intensive 
work today to complete their month’s 
course of training, instructors hope to 
have compiled definite information as to 
what age picks up soldier life the quick 
est and also what age shows the great- 
est physical improvement during a Sum- 
mer month out of doors. 

Here are 800 men from New York, 
New Jersey and Delaware ranging from 
16 io 385 years old. From information 
that the Plattsburg headquarters have | 
of similar camps in other corps areas, 
the men of those camps, regardless of 
their ages, have been assigned to com- 
panies according to their home towns. 
Not so here at Plattsburg. Geographical 
considerations have been abandoned. 
All men of the same age are in the same 
company; for instance, 16-year-old boys 
have been assigned to ‘‘A’”’ and “B” 
eompanies, while the lesser number of 
elder men in the early 30’s are in ‘'M”’ 
company. 

The fact that it was an experiment 
that thus far never has been attempted 
in the army was not thought of until 
after the novel arrangement had been 
made, What prompted the Plattsburg 
officers to install this system of group- 
ing was the thought that parents of 
the younger students might object if 
their sons shared barracks with older 
men,

President Harding indicated that the 
agreement which was reached represent- 
ed the careful thought of the Treasury 
officials and the committees of Con- 
gress dealing with taxation.

Hs and those who conferred with him 
said that much of the money asked for 
in the fiscal year, such as the pay- 
ments of war claims, could not be actu- 
ally expended in that year. It was 
thought proper, he said, to carry over 
some of the war debt, such as he re- 
demption of a number of securities, and 
these could be paid with short term 
notes and the notes’ in turn canceled 
out of the current revenues in the 
fiscal year 1923.

SHOOTS A WOMAN 
IN DARK FOR WIFE 


Planning Murder After’ Es- 
trangement, Norristown Man 
Picks the Wrong Victim. 


THEN TAKES OWN LIFE 


He Hunted His Wife in a Park— 
Letter to Father-in-Law Told 
of Decision to Slay. 


Special to The New York Times. 

NORRISTOWN, Pa., Aug... 9.—Mrs. 
James Quoiser of this city was shot 
in the head and seriously wounded last 
night by James Bosley of Conshohocken, 
who then killed  himseif. In the 
shadows of Elmwood Park he mistook 
the woman for his estranged wife. In 
Bosley’s pocket was a letter addressed 
to Albert Boyd, his father-in-law, in 
which he explained why he had planned 
to shoot his wife. 

Mrs. Quoiser, whose husband is said 
to be in Texas, lives with her parents 
at 917 West Washington Street, Nor- 
ristown. Bosley was a stranger to her. 
She was seated on a park bench about 
10 o’clock with Gerald V. Marshall and 
Mr. and Mrs. J.’ Hurst, relatives of 
Marshall. 

Bosley was noticed by the Hursts as 
he approached along the main drive- 
way. The benches were in -semidark- 
| ness, and Mr. and Mrs. Hurst noticed 
that the stranger came close to their | 
bench, peered at them and looked toward 
the other bench, where Mrs. Quoiser 
and Marshall were conversing. 

After a single glance at tho second 
bench Bosley drew a revolver and fired 
one shot at the young woman. The bul- 
let struck her in the forehead. Bosley 
then fired one bullet into his own head. 

Marshall and the Hursts fled as Mrs. 
Quoiser fell from the bench. Bosley 
dropped with the weapon sti!l in_ his 
hand. Two men who heard the shots 
ran up and called an ambulance. Both 
were taken to the Norristown Hospital. 
| Bosley did not become conscious and 
died several hours after the shooting. 

The police found Mrs. Bosley at the 
home of her parents. She had left her

The preliminary meeting of the com- 
mittee which will choose the United 
States Davis Cup team was held at the 
offices of- the United States Lawn Ten- 
nis Association yesterday. Those pres- 
ent were George T. Adee, Julian S. My- 
rick, Robert D. Wrenn, Beals C. Wright, 
Samuel Hardy and Harold H. Hackett. 

After the meeting it was announced 
that no information regarding the per- 
sonnel of the team would be given out 
until next Friday, when the committee 
will hold its final meeting. The team 
must be announced on that day, Aug. 12, 
according to the Davis Cup regulations, 
which provide that the team must be 
nominated twenty-one days before the 
event in which it plays. It is under- 
stood that yesterday’s discussion cen- 
tred upon. the available candidates for 
the team, with all the members of the 
committee in agreement regarding the 
players who should be considered. 

The committee was much interested in 
the report of Mr. Adee, who acted as 
referee of the British Isles-Australasia 
match at Pittsburgh last week. Mr.

Boyle’s Thirty Acres to Be His 
, Until October, 1922—Bout 
There Next July.

The arena on Boyle's Thirty Acres, 
Jersey Gity, made famous the world over 
as the scene of the Jack Dempsey- 
Carpentier battle, will stand for at least 
another year and will again accommo- 
date a world’s heavyweight champion- 
ship contest. The title bout will be held 
in July. 

This was assured yesterday, when Pro- 
moter Tex Rickard arranged for a re- 
newal of his present lease and received 
an extension of a year. Rickard jour- 
neyed to Jersey City in the afternoon 
and, after consulting with Mayor Frank 
Hague and John P. Boyle, arranged for 
the extension of his lease. The original 
lease, granted when Rickard decided to 
promote the Dempsey-Carpentier battle 
across the Hudson, would have expired 
next month; but under the terms of the 
new lease Rickard will have the use of 
the arena until October, 1922. 

The promoter said, when announcing 
the renewal of the lease, that he in- 
tended to arrange a bout in which Demp- 
sey would again defend his world’s title. 
Rickard plans to arrange another meet- 
ing between Dempsey and Jess Willard, 
the man from whom the champion 
gained the title two years ago. Willard 
has been clamoring for a return match 
and is eager for a chance again to en- 
gage Dempsey in the ring. He has in- 
formed Rickard that, with four months 
of training, he will be prepared to enter 
the: ring. The promoter is skeptical 
about Willard’s condition and wants to 
be assured on this point before proceed- 
ing with negotiations for a bout. 

While leaning toward a Dempsey-Wil- 
lard contest, Rickard is not necessarily 
confining the field of heavyweight aspi- 
rants to Willard. The promoter is pre- 
pared to arrange a meeting between 
Dempsey and the most logical opponent. 
Rickard intimated that if Tom Gibbons 
defeats Carpentier in their scheduled 
bout at Madison Square Garden next 
Winter, the St. Paul light-heavyweight 
will receive consideyation as a dangerous 
rival of Dempsey. 

Several other championship battles are 
planned’ for next year’s outdoor season 
at the Jersey City arena. With the huge 
wooden octagon available from the be- 
ginning of the outdoor season, Rickard 
is confident he will be able to conduct a 
number of title matches, 

Rickard is awaiting word from Leo P. 
Flynn on the outcome of negotiations 
with Bryan Downey, Cleveland middle- 
weight, looking to a return match 
against Johnny Wilson of Boston. The} 
promoter has practically discarded_the | 
plan for arranging a bout between Wil- | 
son and Panama Joe Gans, being confi- 
dent of his ability eventually to arrange 
satisfactory terms with Downey for a 
battle which would clear up the middle- | 
weight championship tangle.

TO WATCH BOXERS | 
WHILE IN TRAINING 


State Board Names Inspector to 
Fellew Work of Men Prepar- 


ing for Bouts. 


A step toward a more strict super- 
vision of boxers in training for bouts 
under the Walker law is seen in ad, 
announcement made yesterday at the 
meeting of the New York State Athletic | 
Commission of the appointment of a | 
tc visit training camps. 
the Inspector will examine the condi- 
tion of boxers and investigate their 
methods of training for contests in this 
State. James Guider, an expert on 
physical culture, has been appointed to | 
the post, and will assume his duties im- | 
mediately. 

With the appointment of Guider, the | 


At these camps 


| sport-governing officials expect to elim- 


inate as far as possible the danger of 
boxers entering tne ring unprepared or 
with only slight training. Guider will 
make visits to various gymnasiums and 
training camps where boxers condition 
themselves, and will personally witness 
the workouts of ringmen training for | 
contests. Upon the reports of Guideér to 
the commission will depend whether spe- 
cific’ boxers will be permitted to engage 
in bouts for which they have contracted. 
ii the Chief Inspector discovers a boxer 
who does not give the necessary at- 
tention to training, he will report to 
the commission, and the necessary action 
will follow. 

_ Secretary Harry Burchell, in announc- 
ing the appointment, outlined the duties 
of Guider as follows: 

“It will be the duty of the Chief 
Inspector to visit training camps of 
athletes who are to appear in boxing 
or wrestling contests and see that the 
men are in proper shape. It would be 
unfair to the public which patronizes 
these matches to pay admission to see 
a contest where the athletes were not 
properly trained. The Inspector will see 
to it that the men are in proper physical 
trim and have had the proper exercise 
to meet the conditions of the contract 
which they have signed. 

‘“Of course the commission has no 
authority to say that the purse put up 
should be limited, but we shall say that 
when a match centres around $25,000 
the men who are to take part should be 
properly handled to give the public the 
worth of their money. It won’t go when 
a& man says, ‘ Well, I don’t need to train 
for this bout.’ If he is in for a big 
purse he must train and be fit to give 
the public what they are paying for. 

‘“* Another thing the Inspector will see 
to is the condition of the men who will 
take part in the preliminaries. Un- 
scrupulous managers may try to train 
down a lightweight of 135 pounds to 
a weight of 118 pounds or so, and in 
doing so injure the boxer's health. This 
will not be allowed. Nor will un- 
scrupulous managers be allowed to bring 
ebout matches in the _ preliminaries 
where one of the contestants outweighs 
the other to a considerable extent. 

‘“The Inspector will protect the men 
who go into the ring, and at the same 
time will protect the public. Men physi- 
cally unfit to meet others selected as 
their opponents will not be passed by 
the Inspector. The lovers of athletic 
contests will be assured that the contests 
they witness will be made by men who 
are prepared for the game into which 
they enter.’’ 

In the course of the meeting, the af- 
fidavits of the Cleveland Boxing Com- 
mission on the late Wilson-Downey mid- 
dleweight championship battle were dis- 
cussed. These affidavits arrived at the 
commission’s headquarters yesterday in 
time to receive consideration at the} 
meeting, but, in view of the commis- | 
sion’s previously announced attitude, no ; 
action was taken on the matter. The 
commission has ruled that Wilson and | 
must satisfactorily settle the} 
question of supremacy between them- 
selves in a return bout before either will 
be permitted to box a rival in this State.

SARATOGA SPRINGS, N. Y., Aug. 9. 
-Just one nose, and a short one at that, 
decided the winning of the Delaware 
Handicap, worth $4,975 to the victor, the 
feature of today’s interesting racing 
card. Idle Dell, the chestnut three-yeat- 
old filly from the Greentree Stable, got 
her muzzle down in front in absolutely 
the final jump of the mile race. Crocus, 
another three-year-old filly, owned by 
H..P. Whitney, was second. The rest of 
the field, composed of older horses, was 
beaten off, Royce Rools, which got show 
money, being five lengths behind the 
flying fillies. 


All brands of excitement were lavishly 
tn tap during the running of the stretch 
duel between the three-year-olds, howls 
of the men mingling with the shrieks of 
the women, to the amazement of the 
bird population in the trees. A throng 
of considerable size saw the handicap. 
The day was again clear, while the 
track was good, though it could scarcely 
be called fast, as it has not entirely 
dried out from the recent rain. 

There has been rarely more difference 
of opinion among the experts over a 
handicap. Crocus finally went to the 
ee a favorite, but at the long odds of 

to 2. She had been played down from 
her opening price of 4 to 1. There was 
also gyod support for Idle Dell and Yel- 
low Hand, which closed at 4 to 1 apiece. 
Yellow Hand’s showing was too bad to 
be true, and the conquerer of Mad Hat- 
ter finished last in the eight-horse field. 
Backers of Idle Dell liked her because 
of her light impost—she had only 103 
pounds to handle—and because of her 
recent bang-up race. 


Crocus Gains Early Lead. 


The two fillies had the contest pretty 
much to themselves throughout. Crocus 
displayed remarkable speed after the 
break and, at the quarter pole, had 
gained a lead of three lengths, Idle Dell 


being second. Idle Dell then began to 
Graw away from the rest of the field, 
and to gain slightly on the leader, so 
that at the half Crocus was but a length 
and a half to the good, with the Green- 
tree Stable entry the same distance 
ahead of Billy Kelly, the closest pur- 
suer. At the three-quarters, Crocus led 
by two lengths, while Idle Dell still had 
& length and a half over the third horse, 
Best Pal. 

Coming into the stretch 
by a length and a half. Penman then 
set Idle Dell down, while Fator, evi- 
dently thinking he had the race cap- 
tured, eased his’ mount ever so slightly 
in the final furlong.

Two Feathers decided upon the 
of pacemaker, and jumped into the lead.

BY PETER MANNING 


Breaks Uhlan’s Mark for 5- 
Year-Old Geldings by Trot- 
ting Mile in 2:001%4. 


NORTH RANDALL, CLEVELAND, 
Aug. 9.—Trotting the last half in 0:58%, 
Peter Marining established a new world’s 
record for five-year-old gelding trotters 
here today, stepping the mile in 2:00. 
He was driven by Thomas Murphy, a 
Poughkeepsie (N. Y.) reinsman. 

The record was made in an attempt to 
lower 2:02%, the trotting record for five- 
year-old geldings, established by Uhlan 
in Columbus in 1909. Peter Manning is 
owned by Irvan W. Gleason of Williams- 
port, Pa. He was purchased by him 
foe $21,000. as a three-year-old. Out- 
riders had caught the gelding’s time as 
fast as 1:5954. 

Peter Manning’s time is the fastest 
mile negotiated by any harness horse 
this year, Murphy also has the distinc- 
tion of driving the fastest two miles 
trotted for the year. 

A few minutes earlier Murphy had 
established a season’s record for trot- 
ters when he drove Arion Guy, a four- 
year-old, a mile in 2:03 in a trial against 
time. Arion Guy’s former time was 
2:04%. He trotted the last quarter in 
0:29%, half a secone® slower than the 
time made by Peter Manning in his 
final quarter. 

Manning's time by quarters was 0:30%, 
1:01%%, 1:81 and 2:00%. 

Arion Guy's time was 0:31%, 1:03,

‘* Although the association was formed 
only two weeks ago, I have already 
received @ great many queries from 
players and room owners asking for 
details ‘regarding the body. fn a 
majority of instances the comimunica- 
tions have contained expressions of 
hearty accord with be formation of a 
governing body for the sport. I be- 
lieve that a big majority of the play- 
ers and room owners of this country 
will co-operate with us in making this 
the biggest organization of its kind to 
be found anywhere, in the world. 

‘The object of the National Billfard 
Association is solely to protect fhe game 
and further its best interests. There 
has been need for a body of this kind 
for a great many years, but for some 
reason or other it has been impossible 
until “this time to get together all of 
the various interests that are affiliated 
with billiards. It is quite evident even 
at this early stage in the career of the 
association that it will boast a tremen- 
dous membership before the close of the 
first season. 

“ Realizing the benefits that will be 
derived from an organization of this 
kind, I am sure that the room owners 
everywhere will give us their fullest 
co-operation. , Phe players, too, I am 
sure, are with us, and, with these two 
factions allied with the cause, success 
is certain.

IMMIGRATION QUOTAS. 


Commissioner HysBAND was ‘‘ warned 
‘‘ when the present Immigration law 
‘‘was enacted” that there would be 
attempts ‘‘ to mgke game of it.” The 
warning should have been superflu- 
ous. Transatlantic liners have long 
found third-class passengers the most 
profitable item in their\ business. Our 
own Government ships have been 
among‘the offenders. The companies 
are aided and abetted, moreover, by 
powerful propaganda representing tne 
interests of the several nationalities 
concerned. When immigrants are 
held up at sea, Congressmen at once 
become ‘‘ humanitarian.” The won- 
der is, however, that so little was 
done to prevent the rubs of which 
satirists have ‘‘ made game.”

Banks and Govern- 
ments are not perfect, but they cannot 
be perfected by revolution, nor by sur- 
rendering them to thé control of those 
who do not know. | 


A FEDERAL AUTOMOBILE TAX. 


Secretary ME=LLON’s plan to impose 
an annual tax of $10 upon motor 
vehicles is received with satisfaction by 
the people who do not own them. 
Owners here, to speak for New York, 
believe that they are taxed enough al- 
ready. They pay to the Federal Gov- 
ernment 5 per cent. upon the cost of 
the car or truck; they pay the State 
a registry fee made up of 25 cents per 
horsepower and 40 cents for. every 
$100 of the purchase price; in addi- 
tion there is the operator’s license fee. 

Advocates of the Mellon proposal 
argue that owners could stand an 
annual Federal tax of-$10 for each car 
or truck. If there are 10,000,000 
motor vehicles in the country, the 
revenue of the Government would Be 
increased by $100,000,000. Why should 
not this amount, or most of it, say Mr. 
MELLON’S supporters, be applied to 
road construction, of which the owners 
of the motor vehicl2s would be the 
greatest beneficiaries? ‘But this is not 
the sole aspect of the matter. 

Taxation has been a difficult ques- 
tion at every stage of the country’s 
history... The enormous war burden 
has added incalculably to its complexi- 
ties. The Federal levy of $10 a year 
on motor vehicles should not be im- 
posed arbitrarily. Why should the 
owner of an inexpensive car be called 
upon to pay the same tax as is:levied 
upon a high-powered and _ costly 
vehicle? If the Federal Government is 
to derive additional revenue from 
owners, the tax rate should be grad- 
uated. It might prove a hardship to 


pay $10 a year for a small runabout; 
it would certainly be regarded as un- 
fair if owners of finer cars paid no 
more. 

Moreover, should not a distinction 
Be made between cars used for pleas- 
ure and those used in business? If a 
car is a luxury, why should the owner 
not pay a tax proportionately higher 
than the tradesman has to pay for the 
motor vehicle that he uses in hisx de- 
liveries? Furthermore,’ the  high- 
powered and heavy touring car or 
truek should not be put on a plane 
with the lighter vehicles, which do 
comparatively little injury to the 
roads. 

Taxation of automobiles is a com- 
Plicated question. It would be simpler 
if they traveled only on the roads of 
one State. But most cars and trucks 
are interstate. Uniformity in State 
taxation does not obtain. In —Massa- 
chusetts owners are taxed more than is 
the case in New York. If a flat annual 
Federal tax were levied, the Massa- 
chusetts owner would have more cause 
to complain than the ‘New York owner. 
Just now taxation is in a condition of 
flux. Congress is considering the tak- 
ing off Of taxes on little luxuries that 
in the mass amount to a large sum. 
They are not seriously felt. Well may 
the automobile owner ask why, if such 
taxes are to be dropped, he should be 
singled out to contribute an annual 
fixed sum to the Federal revenue. 
Particularly would the farmers using 
car# protest.

FOR FAMINE-STRICKEN 
. RUSSIA. 


Reports from Americans concerning 
famine conditions in Russia are as yet 
largely hearsay. .Most of the Amer- 
icans who have been inside Russia 
have spent their time in prison or 
under restraint. They can tell little 
more of what is happening by the 
Volga, in Nishni Novgorod or Kasan, 
or further .down in Astrakhan, ,than 
those who sit by the Narova River or 
at the mouth of the Duna and see the 
nerve-shaken refugees and-hear their 
half-dazed stories. Mrs. HARRISON'S 
appealing account in THE Times of 
Monday ‘is, except for her first-hand 
observations of a year ago in the 
Volga Basin, only the echo of the 
cries that came to her ears through 
the walls’\.of the -Novenski Prison. 
Listening to her and to others, one, 
pictures such another flight of the 
Tartar tribes as DE QuiNncery describes 
toward walls in whose shadows may 
be found shelter, food and rest. It 
is not possible as yet to be sure of 
anything except that there is appalling 
distress and instant need in Russia. 

It may ,be found that it is less the 
lack of foodstuffs in Russia, as a 
whole, than of the means of transport 
from one part.to another. This is in- 
dicated by the fact that people are 
going to the food, since food* cannot 
be brought to them. There was sound 
advice in the statement made some 
weeks ago by KRASSIN, himself an able 
engineer, that what Russia requires is 
skilled men in various branches of 
science, and especially in engineering, 
to help Russia to her feet. The need 
in wheat, for example, is but a small 
fraction of our export in wheat, and 
it could readily be met if only there 
were adequate transport. 

The American Relief Administration, 
in which all the great nation-wide -re- 
lief organizations of America are 
merged for the feeding of the children 
of Europe (the Red Cross, the Y. M. | 
C. A., the Y. W. C. A., the K. of C., 
the Jewish Joint Distribution Com- 
mittee, the Quakers), is ready to go 
to Russia with millions of dollars’ 
worth of foodstuffs, though it. may 
take weeks to reach some of tha 
stricken areas. This organization, 
practiced not only in giving relief but 
in appraising need, will begin with the 
children. “America will soon know the | 
truth from its trained observers and 
will not hesitate to help. This awful 
visitation, whether it» be, in 
Phrase,’ ‘‘ an act of Gop,” or the re- 
sult of sheer economic stupidity (or 
something worse), may be the gaulit 
hand to open the self-shut door of 
Russia to the good-will of the world.

Wholesale. anti-tobacco crusades or 
blue laws, but this accords poorly with 
recent evidence from Kansas. There 
the moral forces have joined in a holy 
war against the cigarette, and all the 
machinery of the Woman’s Christian 
Temperance Union has been turned over 
to the enemies of tobacco. There was a 
magnificent raid in Topeka the other 
day; several truckloads of the for- 
bidden weed were confiscated. Who were 
the raiders? Agents of the Anti-Saloon 
League. 

The prohibitionists shouldn’t be 
ashamed of their part in this work. But 
perhaps their only feeling is shame at 
their moderation. They may be con- 
scious that ‘they are open to the charge 
af laxity, of half-heartedness, so long 
as they localize the fight. When they 
can at last attack the ‘“coffin nail” in 
the strongholds of New York and Chi- 
cago they will be ready to let the glory 
come to those who desefve it. 

However, friends of reform should note 
that there is a grave defect in the 
Kansas Anti-Cigarette law. The statute 
provides that the confiscated matter 
shall be burned. As a glorious auto da 
fé the spectacle of 20,000 cartons going 
up in smoke in the Court House square 
or the fair grounds would be satisfactory 
to all frienis of the right, but it would 
not exactly have a sweet savor in their 
nestrils. The Anti-Cigarette law is based 
on the belief that cigarettes are poison- 
ous. So long as they are permitted, only 
the individual, smoker is harmed. But 
if they are burned in public the pure 
air of the entire State of Kansas 
poisoned by the noxious exhalations and 
a whole people anay be expected to sicken 
and pine away. Better take the vile 
things out and drown them in the near- 
est river.

A man’s mind 
may be a storehouse of important_facts 
and an instrument of great subtlety 
and power in the use of those facts, and 
yet be wholly of the detached and scho- 
lastic type. What Mr. Epison was after 
was the man of the seeing eye and the 
human touch—the man whose being has 
a thousand anténnae bringing him news 
of the world about him. Such antennae 
are valuable in the foreman and shop 
manager, making him vividly alive to 
his human and material environment. 
To the inventor and technical expert 
they are indispensable. 

The tests gave Mr. EpIson precisely 
the results he wanted, and he is con- 
tinuing to use them. They tell him which 
candidates are and which are not 
acutely impressionable and retentive of 
stimuli from without. They are a new 
and significant phenomenon in the way 
of examination, and of precisely the 
kind that ought to interest deeply a pro- 
fessor of psychology.,

FREIGHT RATES. 


diate Cuts Not Likely to Re- 
lieve Business Depression. 


Te the Editor of The New York Times: 

As a result of widespread business 
depression various groups of shippers 
have been creating political pressure to 
prométe their own peculiar interests in 
opposition to the general welfare. Thus, 
strong political influence has been ex* 
erted to reduce the discount rates of 
the Federal Reserve Banks merely to 
assist certain classes of producers to 
hold commodities until a time of higher 
prices, thus tending to hinder credit de- 
flation needed for a return to normal 
business conditions. 

Another political move likely to bring 
about an unfavorable economic — situa- 
tion is the endeavor to enforce imme- 
diate freight rate reductions on certain 
commodities. This movement arises 
from an erroneous assertion or belief 
that business depression has been 
caused and business recovery retarded 
by the increased freight rates. It 
should be apparent to every fair-minded 
person, however, that the higher freight 
rates granted last year are in no way 
; responsible for the business depression 
and do not hinder a return to “ nor- 
malcy.” Industrial stagnation ‘and bad 
business conditions are uftiversal, and 
prevail in nearly all civilized countries 
—European, American and _ Asiatic. 
Moreover, under present rates, leading 
articles of commerce are moving freely 
in comparison with last year before the 
; freight rate increases were in effect. 
| Thus, during the first five months of 
| 1921 the receipts of grain and flour at 
seventeen interior centres, as computed 
‘by the Federal Reserve Bulletin, 
| amounted to 400,874,538 bushels, com- 
| pared with 356,172,845 bushels for the 
— period of 1920. The shipments of 

the same commodities from fourteen in- 
terior markets for the five months of 
1921 amounted to 310,693,685 bushels 
against 292,900,096 bushels in the pre- 
vious year. Tabulations of the Ameri- 
can Railway Association also show that 
from June 1 to July 28 inclusive 362,800 
| cars have been loaded with grain and 
grain products. This is 100,000 more 
| cars than were loaded with that com- 
| modity during the same period last 
| year. It also exceeded the loadings for 

the same period in 1919 by 83,400 cars. 

| The grain movement at the present 
| time would, undoubtedly, be even 
greater were not the storage capacity 
at terminal markets limited. 

The movement of building material is 
{also in excess of the previous year. 
| Thus, for the seven weeks ending July 
| 16, 1921, during which the country’s 
| loading of all freight decreased 976,720 
cars, a8 compared with the same period 
| of 1920, the loading of sand, stone and 
gravel increased 50,280 cars—an _ in- 
crease of more than 331-3 per cent. 

Present difficulties in marketing, as a 
| whole, are due to the inability to sell 
American goods abroad. The dollar has 
so high a value in foreign currencies 
that fgreign purchasers find it cheaper 
to buy elsewhere and dispense with 
American production. Moreover, home 
consumption of goods is greatly f- 
duced because of diminished incomgs. 
All this is the reactionary effect of Wat 
conditions and has no relationship >to 
railroad rates. P 
| In connection with freight rate reduc- 


imme 








tion, it should be borne in mind that 
producers or shippers frequently obtain 
| no advantage or profit from lower rates 
affecting single commodities or classes 
' of traffic. This is particularly true in 
the case of dommodities having a world 
market. Take the case of grain. Any 
reduction in grain freight rates would, 
in all likelihood, be absorbgd through 
increases in the ocean carrier’s rate or 
in the export broker’s profit. Ameriéan 
grain competes in foreign markets with 
the production from Argentina and Aus- 
tralia. Its price, in relation to grade 
and quality, in a market such as Liver- 
pool is the same whatever the origin of 
the commodity. Consequently, a reduc- 
tion in the railroad rate would merely 
furnish an opportunity for the oceal 
steamship companies to increase their 
rates up to a point where the grain 
could compete with the products from 
| other countries. Ocean vessels, as well 
pes other agents of transportation, can 
charge. any rate that is not too high 
to discourage traffic movement. 

At the present time reductions in 
freight rates would mean a further 
impairment of railroad credit. This 
would entail restrictions on borrowing 
from private sources. ‘/ Consequently, 
the railroads would be compelled to re- 
sort to Government financial aid, which 
means eventual Government ownership. 
The basis of Jsound railroad credit is 
adequate net éarnings to assure prompt 
payment of interest and principal on 
indebtedness. Further reductions in 
earnings, due to diminished revenues 
from the largest items of railroad traf- 
fic, such as grain, building material, 
&c., would seriously impair earnings 
and discourage any new capital’ going 
toward the rehabilitation of the rail- 
road property. 

Under the Transportation act of 1920 
the Interstate Commerce Commission is 
required to establish a scale of rates 
which in the aggregate will furnish the 
railroads 5% per cent. or 6 per cent. 
(as the commission may determine) on 
their valuation. Rates furnishing a 
fair return on investment are also to 
be permitted under the Supreme Court 
decisions. Accordingly, if the rates on 
specific commodities are reduced in 


| 


;order to favor certain classes of pro- 


ducers, the freight rate burden on other 
producers will be proportionately in- 
creased. It will be a “robbing Peter 
to pay Paul” policy, with a seriously 
disturbing influence on general business 


conditions.

The Winnipeg 
trade commissioner had brought, he 
said, a representative range of samples 


and catalogs of Amefican made goods 


which were being sold in large quantities 
in Western Canada and which, there 
was good reason to believe, could be 
supplied from England. Analysis of 
these samples, with information on 
prices, methods of marketing and other 
phases of the situation had created a 
great deal of interest. :

would be unable to compete with the 
Forestal Company and its resources in 
raw materials. he agreement will be 


submitted to the annual general meeting, 


of Renner & Co. on Sept! 12. 

The Forestal Land Company not only 
has works in Argentina and New York, 
but lately it established a branch in 
South Africa. The issued capital of the 
company amounts to £5,152,835.

Camillo Calozzo, an Italian who disap- 
peared about Aug. 1, was found mum 
dered yesterday in Belmar, N. J. Crab- 
bers discovered the body, roped and 
weighted, in Tucker’s Cove, four miles 
from the mouth of Shark River. An 


autopsy at Asbury Park showed th 
killing had been done with a shotgun. ’ 

Identification of the ta was begun 
by méans of a blurred letter in red 
ink, on which the name Caioazo and a 
part of the New York address—445 East 
Twelfth Street—were decipherable. The 
letter contained a $1 bill. Paul Ladonn 
a brother-in-law, of Elizabeth, an 
Julite Caelto, a cousin, of New’ York, 
completed the identification.

POST FRAUD SCHEM 


System of Robbing Merchants 
Said to-Have Cost Victims 
$500,000 Yearly. 


GOODS SOLD AS BARGAINS 


Credit Men’s Association and Gov- 
ernment Co-operated 3 Months 
, Before’Making Arrests. 


Four men were held in bail yesterday 
by United States Commissioner Hitch- 
cock to answer a charge of having used 
the mails in’ a widespread scheme to 
defraud merchants in various parts of 
| the country. It was said the prisoners 
are the heart of a system of fraud,/that 
has cost its victims about $500,000 a 
year. The arrests followed a _ three 
months’ investigation by F. R. A. Stie- 
fel, head of the prosecution bureau of 
the New York Credit, Men’s Association, 
working in co-operation with Assistant 
United States Attorney Robert C. 
McCormick, Postal Inspector Nathan 
Noile, C. D. West, manager of the in- 
vestigation bureau of the National As- 
sociation of Credit Men, and others. 
The accused are Harry Lovett, Her- 
‘man Shaw, Morris Cohen and Samuel 
Stein. 'The two latter are partners in 
a concern known ‘as the Clever Dress 
House. Lovett and Shaw were held in 
$25,000 each, as the suspected heads of 
the scheme, and Cohen and Stein in 
$5,000 bail each, for a hearing on Aug. 
22, Aaron Levenstein, suspected of 
knowing something about the alleged 
| frauds, was released on his own recog- 


nizance. 

From the evidence gathered by Mr. 
Stiefel and his associates, it was re- 
vealed that the scheme, in brief, was 
| for some one to rent an office in some 
| city, and, using the name of a repu- 
table concern in the same place, -order 
goods to be sent by parcel post. Mer- 
chants receiving the orders usually ac- 
cepted them as genuine, is said, be- 
cause of the name_ use being well 
known. Without verifying the address, 
the merchants would forward the goods. 
If inquiries were made, the inquiry 
would'be sent to the given address and 
{the order would be confirmed quickly. 
| Occasionally the men who worked’ the 
fraudulent scheme would establish a 
branch office here; under the name of a 
well-rated firm a long distance away, 
and a member of the gang would order

In this way, it is charged, the accused 
|men got many thousands of dollars’ 
worth of goods by using the names of 
| Jacob Zuckerman and the Fitwell Gar- 
iment Company of St. Louis, Harry 
Aaron and Aaron & Levenstein, the 
Novelty Garment Company and the Na- 
tional Jobbing House of Chicago; A. 
Appelbaum of Trenton, N. J.; R. Gib-

3 HELD IN DAMAGE FRAUD. 


Accused Said to Have Robbed Gov- 
ernment in Egg Claims. 


‘On complaint of Postal 
Kenyon and Schwab, Harry Altas, Ben- 
jamin Kalmanson and Benjamin Feigen- 
baum“were held in $2,500 bail each by 
Federal Judge Sheppard yesterday to 
answer indictments charging them with 
defrauding the Government by swearing 
falsely to damages alleged to have been 
sustained by the breaking of eggs in 
transit by parcel post. It was alleged 
that the three defendants were members 
of a combination of egg and produce 
dealers who made a practice of present- 
ing claims for damages that had never 
been sustained and that claims of this 


kind had increased to such an extant 
that last year the Post Office Depart- 
ment and the railroads had received 
claims for damages aggregating 9$200,- 
000,000, an amount never reached before. 
| Acting on the belief that the broken 
egg claims were largely false, a change 
was made in routing eggs shipped from 
New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Missouri and 
other points. Cases of eggs arriving here 
were opened by inspectors, the eggs 
counted and- their condition observed. 
Then they were forwarded to the cor- 
signees. It was alleged that one of the 
defendants had made a claim for eigh- 
teen dozen eggs out of a total of thirty 
| dozen shipped on the ground that they 
| had been broken. The inspectors re- 
ported that only ten of the eggs were 
damaged. Another one of the defen-

Haynes Says Dry Law Violators 
Can Expect No More Leniency.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—Holders of 
liquor permits who violate the prohibi- 
tion laws will be dealt with much more 
severely in the future than in the past, 
Major Roy A. Haynes, Federal Prohibi- 
tion Commissioner, announced this aft- 
ernoon. Major Haynes says there will 
be no more leniency and no further 
warning. So 

Near-beer manufacturers are notified 
through a statement issued today that 
they will be Iiable to double taxes, and 
so will manufacturers of other liquors. 
Under the 1918 Revenue act, beer con- 
taining one-half of 1 per cent. is sub- 
ject to a tax of $6 a barrel, and this 
may be doubled. 

No more excuses that violations are 
due to the acts of employes will be ac- 
cepted, as holders of permits have had 
plenty of time to learn the law hy this 
time, the Commissioner declares. 

One of the sections of the Prohibition 
act containes a provision that no permit 
shall be issued to any one who has vio- 
lated the terms of a former permit or 
any prohibition law within a year, and 
Major Haynes quotes this section in his 
statement.

SAYS ROBLES SHOT FIRST 


Trevino Shows Four Bullet Holes in 
Car—Points to Robles’s Revolver 
With Four Chambers Empty.

MEXICO CITY, <Aug. 9.—Military 
circles in Mexico City were stirred today 
by the killing of General José Allessio 
Robles by Genera’ Jacinto Trevino, in an 
encounter here last evening. 

While public opinion was divided as 
to whether the killing was premeditated 
or accidental, it appeared to be the gen- 
eral view among all classes that other 
interests had deliberately brought about 
the quarrel between Trevino and Robles, 
knowing the sensitiveness of both Gen- 
erals, who were reputed never to over- 
look an insult. 

Late Monday night, the aristrocratic 
colony at Roma, where a majority of 
the Americans here reside, was startled 
by a fusitlade of shots. Crowds rush- 
ing to the scene found Robles sitting in 
a small automobile, and on nearer ap- 
proach discovered that he was dead, two 
bullets having entered the head. 

General Trevino was standing near the 
car with a pistol in his hand. Trevino 
handed the pistol to the police as he was 
placed under arrest. 

An autopsy on the body of Robles to- 
day showed five bullet wounds. 

There was a dramatic meeting at_the 


police “station between the brothers of | 


Trevino and Robles, who ended their 
encounter in a fist fight. After many 
insults had passed, police separated 
the combatants. THis affair will prob- 
ably cause a new duel, it was said. 

The names of both Trevino and Robles 
lave long béen known in the United 
States as well as in Mexico. Trevino, 
who was one of the best-known Generals 
under Carranza, is a graduate of the 
Mexican West Point, and served as Sec- 
retary of Commerce and Industry under 
de la Huerta. He later represented de 
la Huerta at the Dallas (Texas) fair. 
At the present time he is head of the 
Commission on Revision of Army Ser- 
vice Records. 

José Allessio Robles was a member of a 
family which became politically divided 
during the revolution, Robles following 
Victoriano Huerta, while the other 
brothers followed Carranza., Miguel Ro- 
bles, now Minister to Spain, was for- 
merly secretary to de la Huerta. Vito 
Allessio Robles, the oldest brother, is 
the owner of the second largest paper 
in Mexico City, El Democrata. 

A story published here this morning 
tating that the American aviator, Ralph 
O'Neill, had accompanied Trevino at the 
time of the duel, is declared untrue. 
O'Neili, ~on his way home, it is ex- 
plained, arrived on the scene several 
minutes after the killing. 


MEXICO CITY, Aug. 9 (Assocjated 
Press).—General Trevino calmly says, 
according to the Excelsior this after- 
noon, that it was the defense of his mili- 
tary honor which last night caused him 
to shoot and kill General Robles. 

General Trevino, who is being held by 
| the police follawing his voluntary sur- 
j render, declared, accorgfing to the Ex- 
celsior, that Robles, holding the rank of 
General of a brigade, publicly criticised 
his superior. General Trevino is Gen- 
eral_of a division. 

Trevino also, according to the newspa- 
per, charges that Robles had asserted 
that he was a coward, having refused to 
fight a duel. 

Enmity between the two’ _..u was of 
long standing. At a bariquet several 
months ago, Robles, in an address, as- 
sailed Trevino as ‘‘a traitor to the 
ideals of Chapultepec,’’- the Excelsior 
says. <A violent clash followed, in which 
Robles challenged his adversary to a 
duel, which Trevino at the time failed to 
accept, 

Differences, between them apparently 


were settled until Robles was récently 
quoted by El Universal as_ doubting 
Trevino’s courage. 

Today’s newspaper accounts of the 
‘tragedy agree that Robles was driving 
in an automobile when another machine 
containing General Trevino and four 
companions drove up. A fusillade of 
shots followed, kiJling General Robles, 
who was found th his hands on the 
steering wheel.

FINANCIAL MARKETS. 


Prices of Stocks Regularly Low- 
er—Reaction in Sterling 
Exchange. 


Sterling erehange reacted abruptly 
yesterday from the spectacular 12-cent 
advance of the day before, but only a 
little more than half of that advance 
was lost, yesterday’s market closing 
™ cents under Monday’s highest rate, 
and 5% cents below the same day’s 
closing. This sequel to the abnormally 
violent advance with which the week 
began was plain enough proof that the 
market of Monday embodied something 
like a panicky retreat of the ‘* bear 
speculators’’ in exchange, which was 
presumably based in a measure on mis- 
taken assumptions and was, therefore, 
carried todo far. 

The probability is, however, that the 
experience will sufficiently shake the 


j nerves of these venturesome speculators 


as to impart more steadiness to the 
sterling market hereafter. The period 
from the middle of Auzust to the middle 
of November has invariably, since the} 
armistice, been marked by large remit- 
tances from Hurope to pay for America 

agricultural products and by steady de- 
cline in sterling rates. Those-influences 
would naturally exist during this sea- 
son also; but the question on this oc- 
easion is how far the effect on foreign 
exchange will have been anticipated by 


ithe reparations transfer. 


Demand loans remained all day at the 
6 per cent. rate, and ‘the stock market 
moved with the same indecision and 
apathy which have marked its course 
since the, recent general recovery cul- 
minated. Fractional declines were in 
tho majority, but the market as a whole 
moved with little uniformity. Neither 
stock. market nor grain market was af- 
fected by the grain crop report, which 
was published only after the closing & 
both markets. The immediate influence 
of the grain situation on the financial 
market will possibly be exerted as a 
result less of harvest forecasts than of 
the railway earnings for July, when the 
movement of old wheat to market sur- 
passed all precedent in railroading. 

The Government’s August estimate on 
the grain crops, after the July drought, 
made out the case of corn pretty much 
what the grain trade experts had an- 
ticipated and the case of wheat con- 
siderably worse. The condition of the 
corn crop a month ago was so nearly 
perfect—the July condition of 91.1 per 
cont. being the highest for the month 


|} in twenty-five years—that the reduc- 


tion to 848 still leaves it above the 
August average and indicates a possible 
yield only three times exceeded in our 
agricultural history. But the Spring 
wheat crop has been rather badly hurt; 
its August condition is placed at 66.6 
per cent. against 80.8 in July and 93.4 
in June, the indication of yield being 
marked down 21;000,000 bushels from 
last month. The particularly unfavor- 
able part of the estimate, however, is 
the marking down by 80,000,000 bushels 
of the forecast for Winter wheat, a re- 
sult of a heavily reduced calculation of 
average yield per acre. 

On the basis of yesterday’s estimates 
the total wheat crop promises 757,000,- 
000 bushels; the smallest yield since 
the unlucky harvests of 1917 and 1916 
and, with those exceptions, the smallest 
since the war began. It may be worth 
adding that no American crop prior to 
1918 reached the present estimated 
yield; but that comparison is nowadays 
largely. valueless, except in so far as 
it shows to what extent the American 
production would or would not fill the 
void left by the disappearance of Rus- 
sia and the Balkan States from the. list 
of exporting countries. In the “ grain 
season” ending with July, 1914, it was 
estimated that 234,700,000 bushels of 
wheat wére sent from those producers 
to foreign consuming markets. In the 
seaSon ending with July, 1920, no ship- 
ments whatever were ascribed to them, 
and today, while Balkan production as 
a whole is increasing only slowly, Rus- 
sia has not sincé 1919 raised enough to 
feed itself and is in the grip of a fright- 
ful famine, the result partly of this 
season’s destructive drought but chiefly 
of the wreck of enterprise and industry 
under the Bolshevist despotism.

Market Suffers Reaction— 
Trading Le$s Violent—South 
Americans Advance. 


Compared with the rather violent] 


movement of the foreign exchanges on 
Monday, yesterday’s market showed a 
marked reversal, the trading being 
more orderly and principally conftned 
to bids, with actual transactions at a 
However, losses approxi- 
mating one-hglf of the gains scored on 
Monday were general. 

Early cables from London repotted 
Americans as active purchasers of ster- 
ling in that market, with the muling 
quotations much under the previous 
night’a closing. Sterling drafts started 
here at $3.65, an overnight loss of 5% 
cents, advanced to $3.67%4 around mid- 
day, with a later reaction to $3.65. 
French francs, Italian lire and German 


marks all started lowef, and after a 
moderate size advance closed with net 
losses. The exception to’ the. downward 
tendency was noted in the South Ameri- 
cans, Argentine getting up to 30%c, 
and Brazil to 12%c, evidently on the 
satisfactory conclusion of the recent 
loan negotiations.

Franklin D. Mooney, President of the 
company, says in his remarks to stock-

Industrials Lead Reaction.

The Argentine Loan 

The Argentine loan is in the balance.

} Seem to Be Immune. 


The automobile industry, which is fun- 
| damentally sound, is suffering from the 
same troubles that vex the steel, cotton, 
| woolen, leather ard other industries, ac- 
cording to W. C. Durant, President of 
the Durant Motors, Inc. Because it is 
| the largest in the country, because it 
employs more men and more capital in 
its various branches and accessories, be- 
cause the motor car is always in evi- 
dence and because its usefulness is uni- 
versally acknowledged, a depression, 
| however slight, Mr. Durant says, 1s 
much more noticeable in it than in any 
other industry. ‘‘ But,’’ he says,’’ you 
can accept this statement from me, that 


its recovery will be surprisingly rapid, 
taking the lead in industrial activity. 

‘‘The automotive industry is and will 
continue to be an essential factor in the 
development of our whole civilization. 
It has gone through its period of recon- 
struction. It has reorganized its poli- 
cies and methods to meet the new order 
of things, and is better prepared today 
for a running start than almost any 
other branch of industry. 

‘(A liberal expansion of credit will 
hearten our business men and will create 
a new confidence. Confidence will bring 
back prosperity. Prosperity means an 
expansion ‘of transportation facilities. 
The burden of transportation expansion 
will fall to the automobile. The auto- 
mobile will meet the demand upon it.”’ 

These comments Mr. Durant makes 
in the current issue of Commerce and 
Finance. 

Mr. Durant does not confine his state- 
ments merely to the automobile, for 
he criticises the banks and the Federal 
Reserve system for many of the ills 
confronting industry. In this connection 
he says: 

‘““The Federal Reserve Bank was cre- 
ated for the purpose of meeting emer- 
gencies. How did it meet this present 
emergency? By establishing unattrac- 
tive and prohibitive rates, making last 
} year the enormous profit of 200 per 
icent.; Dy advocating and encouraging 
| liquidation in face of a business and in- 
| dustrial crisis such as this country has 
|never before known. Result—business 
'paratysis, with industry, the life of the 
country, so weakened and enfeebled as 
te make recovery slow and painful. In 
ithe meantime, our great and noble bank- 
ers are ‘ waxing fat.’ 
| ‘J recall having recently g¢heard of 
lmany of our old-established and well- 
managed concerns in the industrial pur- 
suics reducting or passing dividends, but 
I have yet to hear of a single well-es- 
tac.lished or well-managed bank reducing 
or passing dividends or showing any fall- 
Ing off in earnings. 

‘The bankers nave been and are at 
sea, with no real leadership and no 
|real remedy. Their position rerninds me 

. the story of the doctor Who was sore- 
{ly puzzled. After trying many reme- 
|dies without success, he decided to 

throw the patient into fits, as, accord- 
ing to his statement, with his profes- 
sional reputation at stake, he was ‘ hell 
on fits.’ 
i ‘* fhe bankers, not knowing what to 
do, or unwilling to change the situation 
because of the enormous toll they are 
able to exact, seem to be in the doctor's 
positicn, except that, having thrown 
business and industry into fits, they 
zeem @isposed to let nature cure this 
awful cisease. 

“And what have you to suggest, you ; 
ask? My answer—give the business men 
of this country 1 per cent. call money. 
Let the Federal Reserve Bank establish 
a discount of 3 per cent. Let our 
banks stop forcing liquidation. Let our 
banks extend, rather than curtail, credit. 
| Let the big bankers, who camtrol the 
| money situation, do tne right, fair, hon- 
jest, «cent, unselffsh thing, just this 

once, and for their own good and safety, 
and tne benefit and safety of the coun- 
try and our people, do it now. And, 
jlastly, by legislation, if necessary, until 
ithe situation rights itself, discontinue 
jforeign loans of all kinds.’’

CROP INDICATION 


Prospect of the Grain Yield 
Much Reduced by Unfavor- 
able July Weather. 


WHEAT SMALLEST SINCE 1917 


Estimates Off by Millions of Bushels 
—Monetary Decline Put at Quar- 
ter of Billion Dollars. 


_—— 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—July’s con- 
stant hot weather and lack of rainfall 
reduced prospective production of crops 
more than $250,000,000. Today’s crop 
report of the Department of Agriculture 
showed forecasts reduced by millions 


of bushels compared with a month ago. 

The reduced estimates of corn, wheat, 
oats and white potatoes alone aggre- 
gated 396,000,000 bushels and the pros- 
pective loss of production, calculated 
on Aug. 1 farm prices, amounts to $83,- 
500,000 for white potatoes, $64,600,000 for 
oats, 56,100,000 for corn and $54,400,000 
for wheat. 

Almost every crop was adversely af- 
fected by the almost constant high tem- 
peratures and, shortage of rain. Over 
practically the entire West and Northern 
Central States there was little rain, 
while in Montana and parts of North 
Dakota, Illinois, Missouri and other 
States almost a drought © prevailed. 
Small grains, corn and vegetables all 
suffered severely. The damage to white 
potatoes was extreme. 

The monthly report forecast 52,000,000 
bushels less of wheat than estimated a 
month ago,. 91,000,000 bushels less of 
corn, 192,000,000 bushels less of oats and 
61,000,000 bushels less of potatoes. 

Of Winter wheat the preliminary es- 
timate of production is 544,000,000 bush- 
;els; of Spring wheat 213,000,000 bushels, 
with condition 66.6 per cent. of a normal 
against 80.8 in July; for corn 3,032,000,- 
000 bushels, with condition 84.3 against

WATCHED BIG LOANS 


Governor Strong Declares Money 
Was Not Furnished for Stock 
Exchange Accounts. 


DID NOT AID SPECULATION 


New York Bank Extended Credits, 
He Asserts, to the Point 
Which Drew Criticism. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—New York 
banks which obtained great sums in 
Federal Reserve loans during the money 
stringency last Fall were Closely super- 

| vised, Governor Strong of the New York 
Reserve Bank, testified today before a 
Congressional commission. He intro- 
duced the confidential and almost daily 
reports at the time upon ‘‘ Bank No. 8,’’ 
which he identified as an institution 
Which kept $130,000,000 in reserve loans, 
and was “‘ engaged largely in speculative 
operations.”” John Skelton Williams, 
former Controller of the Currency, and 
chief of the Reserve system's critics, 
when called before the commission fe- 
; cently referred to such a bank as having 
{been unduly favored. 


“We ascertained the cause of credit 


|} demands because we wanted to know 
whether loans were justified,’’ Governor 
Strong said, ‘‘and if the money was 
necessary to legitimate needs of the 
buginess of the country we furnished it. 
if the Stock Exchange loan accounts of 
banks appeared to be rising we would 
warn bankers that Reserve money was 
not lent for that purpose. Qne of these 
institutions estimated for us_ that it 
might need as much as $80,000,000 merely 
to handle export shipmehts of cotton. 

“Now, the Controller (Mr. Williams) 
aldn’t know these things. It didn’t con- 
cern him, and I, for one, fever discussed 
it with him.” 

Governor Strong said he ‘‘ hesitated to 
make the statement’’ that Stock Ex- 
change loans would be restricted if the 
emergencies, ‘‘ because it isn’t our fune- 
tion to control Stock Exch&ahge move- 
ments, and * * * market places where 
speculative risks are assumed havé a 
place in the great economic fabric of the 
country.’’ 

The Governor repeated denials that in- 
creased Reserve interest rates forced 
breaks in commodity prices, and-said the 
Reserve system ‘‘ had fostered and in- 
creased the sentiment that producers and 
business enterprises should be carried 
through the emergency.’’ He pointed to 
the expansion of Reserve loans which 
took place during the period as proving 
that the New York bank, “ far from re- 
stricting loans, extended credits to the 
point which has drawn criticism upon 
uni" 

Governor Strong. asserted that the 
lending in 1920 of $240,000,000 from the 
Reserve ssytem for agricultural credits 
indicated that, by the multiplication of 
bank credits, probably $2,000,000,000 in 
first-hand loans to producers were ex- 
tant at the period. q 

‘‘ Panic interest rates’? on the New 
York Stock Exchange of 30 per cent. and 
higher signified always that money was 
| being drawn from the financial entre 
| for use in the country, the, Governor 

| declared. In general, opefation of the 
Reserve system had tended to decrease 
money and credit available for specula- 
| tive use and increase the amount and 
flexibility of credit for industrial, trade 
and agricultural use. 

‘In the recent crisis, we were forced 
to get together a small group of bank- 
ers,”’ he said, ‘‘ about ten in all, to 
insure a sufficient supply of money, 
fearing that unless this was done there 
would be collapse of security values 
and gyrating interest rates, which would 
add to general uneasiness and inse- 
curity. 

‘‘ At first, some ten banks agreed to 
find $100,000,000 with other contingent 
amounts. This first took place in 1917, 
when war financing began to strain 
| credit structures. .We found at the time 
| about $45,000,000 was being lent con- 
tinually on the Stock Exchange.”’ 
| Senator Harrison asked if this money 
| committee was ‘‘ not able to bull and 
| bear the market at will.” 
| ‘* We were accused of it, Senator,’’ 
| Governor Strong answered, “ but if an

| Fincher bill for the regulation of grain 


exchanges was passed this afternoon by 
the Senate. It had already passed the 
House and now goes to conference with 
prey indication of an early agreement 
by the conferees. 

The purpose of the bill, as explained 
by Senator Capper, is to correct the 
‘“evil’’ practices of professional specu- 
lators on the grain exchanges and to 
authorize supervisioin of the ‘grain 
futures but not, he added, ‘‘ to disturb 
any of the legitimate and useful func- 
tions ’’ of the exchanges. 

The.‘ evil practices ’’ to which he re- 
ferred Senator Capper summarized as 
follows: 

i—Market manipulation by large op- 
erators. 

2—Promiscuous and unrestricted specu- 
lation in foodstuffs. 

3—Dissemination of false crop infor- 
mation. 

4—Gambling in indemnities, or ‘' puts ’”’ 
and ‘* calls.’’ 

5—Arbitrary interference with the law 
of supply and demand. 

The bill was opposed ixee exchanges 
but following 3 passage President 
Griffin of the Chicago Board of Trade 
issued a statement, concurred in’ by 
other grain exchanges, in which he 
stated that the exchanges ‘in all good 
faith '"’ would attempt to function under 
the provisions of the bill, which it is 
understood will be approved by the 
President. 

The bill deals only with futures, It 
does not.fouch cash grain transactions. 
lt seeks to tax indemnities out of ex- 


istence. 
As at FP seent conducted the Chicago 
Board of Trade, said Senator Capper, 
was ‘‘the most wanton and the most 
destructive game of chance in the 
world.’’ 

“Tt is against the law,’’ Senator Cap- 
per continued, ‘‘to run a gambling 
house anywhere within the United 
States. But today, under the cloak of 
business respectibility, we are permitting 
the biggest gambling hell in the world 
tc be operated on the Chicago Board of 
Trade. 

‘“‘Thé extent and completeness of its 
system for rounding up suckers explains 
how the Chicago Board of Trade must 
‘sell’ more grain every year than the 
entire globe produces. Approximately 
from _ 18,500,000,000 to  20,000,000,000 
bushels of grain are sold at Chicago an- 
nually at a value ranging from $15,000,- 
600,000 to more than $20,000,000,000. 

“The private wire houses reap for- 
tunes from the pambiins in. futures. A 
single house will in three days sell as 
much grain as can be delivered on the 
futures market in a year. When their 
wires are not otherwise engaged, they 
are used for transmitting faked or ex- 
aggerated statements of market condi- 
tions tc get the little fellows into the 
game for the sake of thé commission 
revenue. 

‘‘The small gambler in futures has 
no more chance to win than the small 
gamester in a gambling house where 
peed use marked cards and loaded 

ce.” 

Senator Capper then gave a list of 
defalcations, suicides and other crimes 
which he said had grown out of_specu- 
lation on the Chicago Board of Trade. 

“This bill,” he explained, “does not 
interfere with any’ legitimate function 
of the Boards of Trade. What it does 
is this: 

“Tt specifically permits dealing in fu- 
tures by providing that such dealing 
shall be carried on in certain markets. 
At present there are thirteen markets in 
which facilities are provided for future 
trading. All of them are located at 
terminal markets. The measure pro- 
vides that the Secretary of Agriculture 
shall designate such Boards of Trade 
as ‘contract markets.’ 

‘* As a check on the evil of manipula- 
tion, the bill requires future contracts 
to be evidenced by a memorandum in 
writing. It requires that the Governors 
of the Boards of Trade shall direct 
members to make and file reports of such 
future transactions. It makes. such 
records available to the inspection of 
the Department of Agriculture and the 
Department of Justice. 

“The bill requires the Boards of 
Trade to use diligence in preventing the 
dissemination of false crop reports by 
members. : 

“The bill requires that the privilege 
of dealing in futures shail be with- 
drawn from any Board of Trade unless 
it enforces rules which will prevent 
manipulation.”

PASSRD BY SENATE, YIELDS 10 RECOVERY 


Market Dowh in First Session 
but Advances, and Close Is 
Up 9 to 16 Points. 


After selling lower yesterday morning, 
reactionary influences in cotton lost 
their force and recovery followed. High 
temperatures and absence of rain in 
Texas led to a belief that today’s weekly 
summary would be unfavorable. 
buying was uncovered on the decline 
and contracts absorbed to an extent that 
made recent sellers anxious to get back 
their cotton. Final prices showed a 
gain of 9 to 16 points. . 

Executions of overnight selling orders 
influenced early prices. A break of 4 
points in foreign exchange brought less 
aggressive buying and prices worked off 
10 points. But while the sale of a 
block of December carried that month 
to 13.52, a loss of more than 40 points 
from Monday’s high level, efforts to 
purchase contracts became general. Bids 
of 3 to 5 points over the market came 
from all parts of the ring, indicating a 
demand much broader than many pro- 
fessional traders had anticipated. The 
reaction, instead of creating a general 
selling movement, brought thse level to 
a range where a large volume of sup- 
porting orders were forthcoming. De- 
mand was attributed to poor crop ac- 
eount from both Eastern and Western 
sections. 

After October had sold at 13.10, the 
character of trading changed. Profes- 
sional interests found contracts sold 
were disappearing into trade channels. 
Working on a reactionary theory, trad- 
ers h anticipated that the decline 
would bring out cotton from commis- 
sion house sources where buying had 
been active recently. But when it be 
came apparent that it was much easier 
to sell than buy, covering started on an 
active scale. New Orleans became 
stronger, leading a recovery. Houses 
with trade connections got a _ steady 
stream of buying orders for late posi- 
tions. These orders averaged only 500 
bale lots, but they soon absorbed a suf- 
ficient quantity of contracts to influence 
other months. Recovery followed, Oc- 


tober advancing to 13.30 and December 
gaining 24 points from the low of the 


morning. 

Weather conditions helped steady 
prices. As last week’s Wednesday re- 
port said plants were dying in some 
parts of Texas and weather has con- 
tinued hot and dry throughout the in- 
terval, operators began to fear a less 
favorable summary today. Early sellers 
covered, helping the advance and at 
times there was little cotton for sale. 
A rise in wheat brought Western buying 
in December and January. 

Sufficient selling pressure came after 
a rise of 20 points to carry October 
back to 18,20. Then brokers operating 
for prominent spot interests started

Road Will Spend $1,000,000 in Ex- 
tending Fuel System. 


Officials of the Missouri, Kansas & 
Texas Railroad here decided to resume 
the company’s plans for extending the 
use of oil as locomotive fuel to the 
Oklahoma & Kansas lines of the road. 
The action was taken after satisfactory 
inducements had been given by refiners 
in Kansas, Oklahoma and Northern 


Texas. 
Officials of the Missouri, Kansas & 
Texas said the road’s consumption of 
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domestic fuel ofl would be more than 
2,000,000 barrels annually when the 
plans shall have been carried out. .

NEW MAIL MACHINE 
ELIMINATES STAMPS 


Prints a Postage Notice on 250 
\ Envelopes a Minute, Sav- 
¢ ing Hours of Labor.

|Post Office Sets and Seals the 


Stamping Device on Advance Pay- 
ment—Meter Checks Operation. 


| A new, lightning-fast postage machine, 
| which stamps its imprint upon 250 en- 
| velopes a minute and eliminates the 
glued stamp, ig being tried out in this 
city by banks, department stores and 
other Institutions with the aid of the 
Post Office Department. The promoters 
predict that the machine will save thou- 
sands of dollars in the labor of cancel- 
ing and handling blankets of stamps 
and will prevent loss by theft.

Congressional legislation has now 
authorized the use of such machinery for 
the elimination of stamps printed and 
sold at high expense and, with the aid of 
the Post Office Department, the com- 
pany has proceeded with the installation 
of the machines in business houses using 
tens of thousands of stamps a day. The 
machines are not sold, but aré leased to 
posiage. The apparatus com- 
prises an electrically-operated stamp 
printing device “which cannot be run 
until after the operator has inserted a 
meter machine that is set vy the Post 
Office authorities andr then locked and 
Printed on each envelope 
is the name of the office and time of 
mailing, the old stamp-canceling 
machines, and the equivalent of a post- 
age stamp. 

This stamp is of the size and shape of 
the regular paper stamp and constitutes 
its authorized substitute. Instead of 
the head off Washington, the 2-cent 
stamp contains mereiy these words 
across the face: ‘' U. S. Postage. Paid 
|} 2 Cents."’ An additional device, which

envelope be at the bottom instead of at 
the tép of the envelope, as ordinarily. 
| Both the stamp printing machinery and 
| the sealing apparatus may be worked 
together hy an electric motor of one- 
fourth horse power, attached to an ordi- 
nary light socket. 

In pucrhasing postage the lessee of 
the machine carries his dial or meter 
apparatus to the Post Office, where an 
employe sets the meter for the amouyt 
of postage desired and takes the money 
in advance. This meter provides for 
$9,999 2-cent stamps. 

The tifteen-pound meter is put into 
its slot on the machine and it is then 
j ready to print authorized Government 
postage at the rate of $5, or 250 letters 
a minute, the amount used being 
checked otf as each letter is stamped. 
The letters are tied into bundles and 
carried to the Post Office, ready imme- 
diateiy for distribution without any 
further stamp cancellation. 

Each lessee may have any number of 
two-cent postage meters, one-cert me- 
tesr or any denomination desired and 
may keep thousands of dollars’ worth 
of postage stamps on hand in small 
compact dials, no larger than the crown 
of a man’s hat. The two-cent stamps 
are printed in red ink, the one-cent 
stamps in green and the other denomi- 
nations in the distinctive color of the 
regular glue stamps. 

he saving by use of this machine be- 
gins in the Post Office Department it- 
self. The costly process of prtinting, dis- 
tributing and handling large blankets 
of postage is cut down because the 
largest users of postage may bring in 
ther dials for adjustment. Another 
saving is effected when the letters 
come into the office for distribution. In 
the city hundreds of postal employes 
are required to get the letters properly 
squared so that they may go through 
the stamp cancellation machine, and 
this machine eliminates a large part of 
that work and enables the Post Office 
to speed up the distribution. 

In the business house the handling of 
postage stamps and the process of affix- 
ing them to letters is eliminated. The 
machine does all this at the rate of 250 
missives a minute, and there is no loss 
of postage from theft or accidental de- 
struction. The machine operator by a 
glance at his dial can tell how much 
more postage is left in the meter and 
how many letters have been sent out. 
When the meter has clicked off the 
amount of postage paid for, it may be 
taken to the Post Office for resetting, a 
process which takes only a minute. 

The company leases the machines to 
users of postage for periods of three 
months at $40 a month, and additional 
meters may be leased at $10 a month. 
These meters are the heart of the ma- 
chine and contain the vital printing and 
recording mechanism. The whole ma- 
chine is hardly three times the size of a 
typewriter. 

F. BE. Poor of the Pitney-Bowes Post- 
age Meter Company estimates that the 
use of this machine would enable the 
Post Office Department to save one 
business day in correspondence between 
this city and Chicago. Several hours 
would be saved in handling the ‘ me- 
tered mail’’ here, and if the Chicago 
addressee replied promptly with ‘‘ me- 
tered mail’’ several hours would be 
saved there. 

A permit to use the meter must be ob- 
tained from the Third Assistant Post- 
master General, Division of Classifica- | 
tion, in Washington, and application | 
may be made through local offices. The |
